Poores was fortunate, this year, (eays. the 
Blaleyman) in having the Rev. J. M.

Aureh Quarterly he has given an account 
of the roincarnstion, which embodies all 
the more important facta in connection with 
the celebration ‘of the month of two full 
moons, Tho redncarnation itself cousieted 
only. in siuffing the imogo with now sill 
rags /and putting a new wooden face mpon 
him. Bot more that 200,000 pilgrims bed 
conie’ together to take part in palling the 
car rope and gotling absolved from tho four 
Hindoo cardinal sins. ‘J nggernathi saya 
Mr. Macdoneld, ‘ig fiendishly ugly ; but 
the pilgrims think bis satanic grit the 
poctry of beanty,’ (Quito. saventy per cont, 
wa are told, of the pilgrims ara women, who 
arrived: in companies of fifteen and twenty, 
udilor the eseortof aman. Many of them 
ware very. old. Pooree is iu some respects 
like Mecca, and the sanitary arrangements 
aroof tho utmost importance, since cholera 
hag frequently originated thero and spread 
itself throughowl India. It is no ocasy 
rabtter for the Collector of tha district to 
provide for bosithfal aurroundinga daring 
the time tho ccromonics last. In tho 
Hindoo dharomsalas and lodging-houses 
there is’ necotsarily soma overcrowding. 
Honaes with accomodation for 100 were 
made to hold 400; yet aftor going round 
them with the Civil Surgeon ho is able to 
say that he detected not a single bad odour 
and thas there was plenty of room. Wo 
shoold be glad to have heard that the 
pilgrima wore assieted to their homes a& 
they ought to have been, or as the Mensra 
Cook conduct pilgrims from Mecos, Bat 
it wae nob so. Apparently avery shipping 
company who had to deal with them ovar- 
olfergad them for their passige to Calcutta. 
A rapes should have carried them, but they 
were obliged to pay ten, and one adventurer, 
having charged them ton, landed them at 
Jaggatpore snd retarned for mora. No 
Iangoage could wall bo too strong for such 
contemptible double-desling.

At anyrate, there is no 
doubt that the blind #e much more cate- 
fully looked after now, Aad thongh there 
seems loss work for then to do in the trade 
with which blind peyle used to be as- 
rociated—basket-makin—puw work con- 
tinues to be invented inmhich their delicate 
genase of touch is invaluable. Four instance, 
they are-more and mie trained now as 
medical rubbers, Patents who require 
massage like these blinioperators, not only 
because of their dextenus touch, but aleo 
simply because they camvt ace.
